A  great  many  replies  wert  eceived  and  all  the  organizations 
appealed  to  strongly  favored  the  pr.ject,  in  nearly  every  case  by 
unanimous  resolutions.  As  it  is  important  that  these  resolutions 
should  be  placed  before  the  public  in  convenient  form,  the  Art  His- 
torical Association  decided  to  print  the  original  circular  letter  with 
the  various  replies  received  up  to  date.  The  list  is  not  complete  as 
further  resolutions  are  being  adopted  and  sent  to  the  Association 
almost  daily.

Captain  .Jamea  Cook  ar.d  Captain  Vancouver, 
the  buildinK  tu  be  uiwHt  bh  a  Mu*ieum  and  Art  Gallery.  An  aoon  aa 
the  new  Court  Iloune.  now  in  eourae  of  erection,  is  completed,  the 
old  ('onrt  liouHe  lutildint;  will  become  vacant.  It  in  felt  by  a  great 
many  citizenH  that  ati  opportunity  in  now  preNen.ed  to  secure  the  old 
Court  Houae  aquare  and  building  for  the  city,  rather  than  have  it 
Bold  for  buHineaa  property.  Owing  to  ita  central  poaition,  the 
building  in  peculiarly  adapted  for  a  muaeum  and  picture  gallery.  It 
h-  altto  been  auggeated  that  a  publicity  bureau  could  be  houaed  in 
.the  building,  while  at  the  8ame  time  it  could  be  uaed  for  public  meet- 
inga,  and  aa  hnadquartera  for  all  aocietiea  working  in  the  city 'a 
intereat. 

The  great  importance  of  aecuriii?  the  old  City  Hall  aquare,  a 
beautiful  piece  of  park-like  verdure,  for  a  brtathing  apaoe  in  the 
very  centre  rj  the  city,  ia  also  fully  reali/^. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Vancouver  t.'ity  Council,  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  wan  unanimoualy  raemoralized  by  reaolution  "to 
(!onvey  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  the  land  and 
building  at  the  corner  of  Haatinga  and  Cambie  Streeta.  uaed  aa  a 
Court  Houae." 

On  the  25th  of  June,  the  Art,  Hiatorical  and  Scientific  Aaaooia- 
tion  unanimoualy  resolved  aa  followa: — "That  the  Province  be 
reapectfnlly  requeated  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Vancouver  for  Art, 
Hiatorical.  Scientific,  Muaeum  and  other  public  purpoaea,  the  old 
Court  Houae  and  grounds,  aituate  on  Haatings  Street,  and  that  a 
copy  of  thia  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Premier  and  membera  of  the 
Legialature;  that  a  copy  of  the  above  reaolnti'tn,  along  with  a  reaolu- 
tion paaaed  by  the  City  Council,  he  printed  and  circidated  among  the 
different  aasociationa  of  the  City." 

The  many  arguments  of  a  practical  nature  which  can  be 
advanced  in  favor  of  taking  such  a  step  in  the  interests  of  the  city 
»rp  too  obvioun  to  require  discussion.  The  Directors  of  the  Art, 
lliftorical  and  Scientific  Asso<~'ition  feel  that  no  apology  ia  necea- 
aary  t(>r  bringing  this  impoi.  .nt  matter  to  the  attention  of  your 
society,  and  b»g  to  suggest  the  adviaability  of  your  aociety  paaarug 
a  resolution  supporting  the  project.  They  will  be  very  glad  also  to 
forward  your  resolution  to  the  proper  authorities  should  you  see 
fit  to  entrust  it  to  them  for  that  purpose.
